SCHOOL REPORT . 


The Committee has no recommendations in regard to 
teachers, text-books, or consolidation of districts not in their: 
last report. Progress has been made towards fewer and bet- 
ter schools by new consolidations, and by holding together : 
those that were united Jast year. No attempt has been made, 
however, to force a consolidation where, though legally em- 
powered to do so, such forced action on the part of the Com- 
mittee would meet with the unanimous and permanent op- 
position of the whole of the district whose scholars were to be 
transferred. The law of the state today is, unless the present 
‘legislature has changed it, that parents and guardians are 
obliged to send their scholars to school during the terms of 
school provided by law, at their own expense if they live’ 
within Two Aviles of the school, and that the school board is 
obliged to see that they are furnished reasonable transporta- 
tion if they live more than two miles from the school. In the 
schools composed of the districts that have been consolidated’ 
many scholars are being transported who live within the two 
miles limit. This is done because the committee being em- 
powered to use certain classes of the school funds of the dis- 
trict in such ways as in their judgment will inure to the 
general best good of those being specially dealt with deemed 
this one of those best ways. 

The Truant Officer of the State is insisting that the School 
Board strictlygcomply with their duty to have a physician’s 
certificate furnished them by the parents or guardians of all 
scholars who can not comply regularly with the law of at- 
tendance. If parents and guardians will heed this sugges- 
tion and obtain a doctor’s certificate where their children can 
not attend regularly they will save the unpleasantness that the 
committee finds itself obliged to be the cause of if the scholars 
are not in school, or their medical certificate in the hands of 
the committee ready for the inspection of the State Truant 
Officer, during the sessions of the school. While there have 
been the average quota of inevitable disturbances, such as the 
unexpected injury to a teacher that necessitated her leaving 
her school suddenly in the midst of the term, and the equally 
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wmexpected departure by another teacher to a more paying 
school, in the midst of the term she was teaching, the schools 
have done work during the year that should not cause any 
lack of pride on the part of the citizens. 

The lists of visitors show a variety of interest-in the schools 
on the part of those most interested. In some schools the 
registers show an interest on the part of practically every 
parent and friend of the school while in others the teachers. 
have been obliged to let their work speak entirely on the ap- 
pearance of the school as exemplified by the ‘‘last day ex- 
ercises”. Such occasions are not always the best sea level 
measurements of the work done by either teacher or scholars. 

Teachers are better tested by parents accidentally dropping 
in unexpectedly, and scholars are more certainly kept keyed 
up to their work. 

The Truant Officer’s report shows a smaller number of 
scholars in town the past year than during the preceding 
year. The whole number of scholars of lawful school age 
being 124, of which there are 63 girls and 61 boys. 

Teacher’s meetings have been held regularly once a fort- 
night during the terms, when the weather on the evenings 
set for those meetings allowed, and with extremely valuable 
results. A teacher’s Institute was held at East Candia during 
the fall term, which included as its object a meeting and con-, 
sulting of the teachers of several of the immediately surround- 
ing towns as well as the imparting to those teachers such 
advice and recommendations as more experienced educators 
in the state could and did enrich them with. 

Other matters of interest connected with the schools will 
be found in their appropriate places in the reports made by 
the different officers.
